SCHOOL REPORT. 


fellow Citizens :-— 


As we submit our annual report, we feel that it may be our 
place to point out although it may have been done before, 
some of the faults connected with our schools, as well as to 
notice some of the good results attained. We realize that this 
is an old, old story, but still we know that the people need to 
be frequently reminded of their duties in connection with the 
education of their children. 

In our experience in the school room we have _ particularly 
noticed the advantages possessed by those pupils who have 
nad encouragement from their parents and friends at home. 
We say with emphasis that neither teacher nor scholars with- 
out the sympathy and aid of the parents can sustain a truly 
successful school. ‘The faithful and energetic teacher may do 
all in his or her power to do, but still many pupils will be 
found in nearly every school who must have encouragement 
out of school hours or they will make but little progress in 
their studies. 

Especially do we wish to speak of the subject of irregular 
attendance. We have repeatedly noticed that those pupils who 
have been regular in attendance, although they may have pos- 
sessed less fotubal ability to learn than others, liave made sat- 
isfactory advancement, while others with greater ability, but 
who have been absent a large part of the time, have never 
attained to satisfactory results. Our registers show that the 
habit of tardiness is still a great evil in some of our schools. 
We say habit, for we believe that in nearly all cases it isa 
matter of habit. We think there are very few children, who, 
with the encouragement of their friends at home, could not be 
at the scheol house at nine o’clock every day. It is evident 
to the mind of every careful thinker upon the subject, that the 
work of education is a progressive work. Are we to learn 
nothing from the experience of the past? 

We believe that there has, been, and still is being made, 
great improvement in methods of instruction, and we look for 
still greater improvement in the future. If this be a fact it 
certainly concerns all who are connected with the care of our 
schools to be alive to their interests, and to be constantly on 
the alert to avail themselves of better ideas in connection with 
their management. 

In this connection we cannot refrain from alluding to a sub- 
ject, which, although we realize that it is a delicate one to 
approach, still we believe affects, more than anything else, 
the interests of our schools. We refer to the system of pru- 
dential committees. 
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Our schools will never attain to the standard which they 
should reach while the selection of teachers, and other mat- 
ters of vital importance, are left in so many instances with 
persons who have no interest in school matters, who in many 
cases have not visited a school for twenty years, and who give 
little or no thought to the requirements of a teacher. We 
believe the selection of teachers for all of our schools should 
be left with a committee of persons who are not only ac- 
quainted with the condition of the several schools, but who 
understand what are the requisite qualifications of a teacher at 
the present time. 

We believe the genera] condition of our schools for the past 
year will compare favorably with their past record. At the 
same time we find some which are far behind what they 
should be. Too many of our teachers fail to realize, or if 
they realize it do not live up to the fact, that the work of the 
school room should be both thorough and practical. They 
fail to impress their pupils with the truth that the most useful 
lesson one can learn is to think for himse(f. 

A change has been made in arithmetics during the past year. 
This change was made, not only to obtain a more modern 
and improved publication, but because the series in use could 
with difficulty be obtained at the bookstore. 

We have endeavored thus briefly to call your attention: to 
the condition of our schools, hoping that you may realize, as 
we do, the need of your interest and assistance in their sup- 
port.
